REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

These comments are made in addition to the remarks in Applicant's specification 
and arguments, concerning the manner in which the invention distinguishes from the art 
discussed therein. 

The Examiner notes that the prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed 
combination including particularly a check processing apparatus having an image 
capture device, a number of pockets for sorting checks into, each pocket having an 
assigned pocket number, a transport controller for providing information related to the 
processed checks, a MICR encoder that encodes MICR codelines onto checks, a 
physical receptacle for containing physical checks which have been processed, an 
electronic label affixed to the receptacle and having a display for displaying a message, 
a first communication interface for receiving electronic messages wirelessly transmitted 
from another communication interface, and a processor for causing the display to

display a visual message having both an entry number and a pocket number 

associated with the checks contained in the receptacle. Applicant's claimed apparatus 
also includes a subserver for receiving information associating the receptacle and the 
electronic label affixed thereto to a corresponding pocket number associated with the 
checks contained in the receptacle. A transmitter server is also claimed which 
generates display messages based upon information from the subserver, along with a 
second communication interface for wirelessly transmitting the generated display 
messages from the transmitter server to the first communication interface. The prior art 
lacks this structure or anything equivalent to it. See also Applicant's specification at p2, 
entire page, p. 8, last two lines, p. 9, entire page, p. 10, lines 1-4 and 22-28, p.11, lines 1- 
10 and 22-28 and p. 12, lines 1-20, p.15, lines 1-10. 

The cited prior art of Copenhaver, Petersen, Boss and Bastian do not disclose 
displaying the particular information, i.e., an entry number and a pocket number, as 
defined in Applicant's specification, on the wireless display/label located on the physical 
receptacle of Applicant's check processing apparatus..
